Two hundred and 
seventy years ago 40 men nnderthe reign 
of King James I. made the third transla- 
tion, which practically remains the same 
until the present time. In 1831 the revis- 
ion of the New Testament was completed 
Miss Rider used the blackboard in Riv- 
ing this lesson to her.hearers, and finished 
tbe exercise by aiding the children in 
pomuiitling lo memory the first verse in 
tbe Bible: 
"In the beginning God made the heavens and 
thceartb."
